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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on Feb. 18, 
2005 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches that a liquid crystal display 
comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically, as the following: 

the first pads include a first contact region contacting the first terminals and a 
second contact region defined as a region of the first pads except the first contact 
region, and the second contact region is substantially larger than the first contact region 
[claim 1, as shown in Fig.5]. 

The closest reference AAPA and US 5,352,318 (Takabayashi et al) discloses 
that a terminal connection structure in the non-display region of the substrate, and 
connecting to a driver semiconductor device using solder bumps on the electrode pads 
of the semiconductor device , but the prior art of record do not disclose the IC chip 
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terminal pads having such contact regions for securing the connection to the driving 
circuit as claimed in the claim 1 and as shown in Fig.5.
